The body of Joan D ’AIlesandro was 
found by police Sunday, three days 
after she was reported missing. James 
McGowan, 26, who lived with his 
widowed mother about IOO yards down 
the street from the D ’Allesandro home, 
was arrested and charged with the 
killing. 
Bookland County Medical Examiner 
Fred Zugibe said there was evidence of 
sexual abuse. He said the girl ap­ 
parently was slain elsewhere before 
her body was dumped in a wooded area 
of Harriman State Park at Stony Point, 
N Y., some 15 miles north of here. 
“ W e’ve been hysterical since the 
child was reported missing,” said Mrs. 
Mary Ix>u Dumanovski, a neighbor of 
the slain girl and the teacher. “ Every 
mother in the neighborhood now is 
yelling for her child every two minutes. 
“ This has always been a children’s 
town, but forget it!” she exclaimed.

LOS A N G E LES < A P) — The gunman 
pointed to his latest victim and asked a 
horrified service station attendant who 
witnessed the killing: Do you know if 
anyone wants some of that?” 
An otherwise peaceful Easter Sun­ 
day in a predominantly black neigh­ 
borhood was shattered by a man 
wielding a 20-gauge shotgun. The 90- 
minute shooting rampage left six per- 
fons dead and ten wounded at eight 
locations, authorities said. 
“ He walked in and asked for Butch,” 
recalled James Morrow. 35, a coworker 
of Raleigh 
“ Butch” 
Henderson, a 
service station attendant who was gun­ 
ned down. “ Butch turned around and 
he just started shooting.” 
A prelim inary investigation in­ 
dicated the shooting may have been “ a 
planned sequence - 
something he 
thougnt out, or at any rate did in a kind 
of order of priorities,” said Sheriff’s Lt.

“ At any rate, we believe he knew all 
or most of the people he killed.”

London points the way 
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Another View 


Tho smoky, foggy old city of 
London has come, surprisingly, to 
stand for what can be done about 
pollution. Perhaps this is because 
conditions in London were so bad 
that improvement is bound to be 
dramatic Whatever the reason, the 
great city on the Thames does 
exemplify progress in cleaning up 
the environment. 


This has been freshly pointed out 
by Environment Minister Geoffrey 
Ripon. Ashe notes, pollution control 


efforts were undertaken some years 
ago and are beginning to pay off 
handsomely.

l/mdori used to be known tor its 
smoggy 
winter atmosphere, 
into 
which sunlight penetrated only 
sparingly if at all Now, says Ripon, 
the city is getting 50 per cent more 
winter sunshine than it got 20 years 
ago. 
The foul state of l/mdon’s storied 
Thames river has not escaped at­ 
tention, either. In some stretches of 
the Thames there were hardly any 
fish i t years ago Today, 50 species 
are found in such parts of the river. 
These 
gains 
have 
not 
been 
achieved by happenstance They are 
clearly the result of strong anti- 
hy John (Jnnnhrrlain 


pollution laws which provide tough 
penalties for Violations. Under the 
goad of these laws, industry has 
spent the equivalent of a billion 
dollars 
on 
air 
pollution 
control 
alone over the past decade. I hat is 
why london receives half again as 
much welcome winter sunlight as it 
used to. 


And that, in turn, is why the 
governm ent 
plans 
even 
more 
stringent 
anti-pollution 
laws and 


tougher penalties. There is popular 
support for that, because it has 
become evident that insistence on 
pollution control works. 


We still need farm surpluses 


Farm ers, says Lane Palm er, the* 
editor of Farm Journal, are more 
worried about “ next year s ” low food 
prices than they are about the meat- 
eating public’s reaction to the prices 
now being charged in the butcher 
shops 
Expounding his fears at a hearing of 
the Senate Ranking Subcommittee on 
Production and S tab iliz atio n , M r. 
Palm er said that farmers could not 
look with equanimity on “ the govern­ 
m ent’s over-reaction to consum er 
demands.” 


Ile reminded the senators that over 
and over again the U.S. farmer, and 
the consumer, tex), had experienced far 
greater tragedy from a stimulated 
overproduction 
than 
from 
“ any 
temporary shortage such as we are 
now experiencing.’* 
The Department of Agriculture of­ 
ficials have, in Mr. Palm er’s opinion, 
already released too many acres for 
crop production this year. The em ­ 
battled editor told the senators that 
farmers shuddered when consumer 
spokesmen argued that the days of U.S. 
farm surpluses are over, or that crop 
failures in India, Russia and China 
were bound to recur, or that the Soviets 
would consummate future deals for 
grain on the 1972 scale, or that corn 
blights like 1971’s could be counted on 
to raise the price of hogs. Going back to 
the 
days 
of 
the 
Eisenhower 
Ad­ 
ministration, Mr. Palm er noted that 
when corn plantings were boosted by 
almost ten million acres in 1959, the 
result was $1 -a-bushel corn in 1960. 


M R . P A L M E R obviously knows 
his history. The big question, however. 
A WI IR I) EDGEW ISE 


iswhether the farmers for whom he 
speaks have taken the measure of 
changes in the U.S. economy that are 
tending to make agricultural surpluses 
just about the only big exportable item 
that we have. We have lost the over­ 
seas electronics markets to Japanese 
companies such as Sony; we no longer 
make typewriters to compete with 
O livetti; our Hollywood movies are too 
costly for foreign consumption; our 
cars 
c a n ’t compete ag ainst 
the 
Volkswagen or the Toyota, our textiles 
can’t contest even the local markets 
aga last imported dresses and shirts; 
and so it goes. 


Boeing is still able to sell 707 planes 
to the lied Chinese and 747s to the 
Germ an Lufthansa and O n assis’s 
Olympic Airways 
But, significantly, 


Boeing is now making provision to 
build short take off planes in Italy and 
is 
contemplating 
a 
manufacturing 
operation inside Japan. 


We still sell big computers, but a 


Japanese minicomputer is capturing 
the 
domestic 
U.S. 
market, 
which 


portends something ominous for IB M ’s 
bigger stuff somewhere down the line. 
Meanwhile, the Persian Gulf oil sheik­ 
doms are just about to corner the 
world’s oil markets, including those of 
the Eastern U.S. 
If it weren’t for our agricultural 
exports, including tree-farmed logs, 
our balance of payments prospects 
would be truly appalling. Fortunately 
the U S has unused land that can be 
used to produce an annual exportable 
food surplus over our domestic needs. 
It could be that abundant rainfall in 
India, and good growing weather in 
Russia 
and 
China, 
m ight 
cause 
overproduction in the U.S. in any given 


year But Mr. Palm er and the farmers 
for whom he speaks lack the courage of 
the free enterprise philosophy which 
they still nominally accept. 
The point is that countries which 
depend on collectivized agriculture are 
bound to experience shortages in two 
out of three growing seasons even when 
nature smiles. Regimented peasants 
just don’t produce, and even when sun 
and rain bring crops to fruition without 
transcendent human effort the grain is 
loft to rot in the fields because of 
bungled 
transport 
and 
storage 
arrangements. 


T H E L A T E S T R E P O R T S from the 


professional 
China 
w atchers 
in 
Hongkong is that food production on 
the Red Chinese mainland is going to 
drop by another 4 per cent this year. 
Chou En Ja i has already admitted to 
reporters that last year’s 4 per cent 
drop was bad enough. Despite the 
order that went out from Peking to 
increase 
production 
for 
1973, 
the 
Chinese peasants have been unable to 
cope with droughts all over north, 
northeast, and northwest China. 
I here was practically no rain or 
snow in Hopei 
Province this 
past 
winter. In Central and South China icy 
rains 
have killed 
rice 
and 
wheat 
seedlings. 
This sort of thing means that the 
Am erican farm er can’t plant too much 
in 1973. Mr. Palm er and his farm 
clientele can stop worrying for the 
immediate future. Even though West 
Europe* and Japan don’t need our in­ 
dustrial output, the Communist part of 
the world will continue to beg us for our 
surplus food.

He can play his cards in any fashion he 
wishes, not caring a particle whether 
he fools partner, while the defenders, 
on the other hand, each run the risk of 
fooling the other

However, this doesn’t mean that the 
defenders never have their innings. 
They too can sometimes steer a 


deceptive course and in that way 
mislead declarer. 
One of the best examples of keen 
defensive play is this hand where 
Edgar Kaplan, prominent New York 
star, sat East. He saw, as soon as 
dummy appeared, that there was no 
hope of beating the contract unless 
West had the ace of clubs. Dummy had 
eight winners in sight and South, on the 
bidding, clearly had a spade trick 
So when West led a spade, Kaplan 
won with the ace instead of the king. He 
wanted to sell declarer the idea that 
West had the king of spades, even 
though he realized his play would cause 
West to think that South had it. 
Kaplan then led the king of clubs 
another deliberately misleading play, 
since he lacked the ace or queen to 
back it up. The purpose was to per­ 
suade declarer that his lead was from 
the A K 
When the king won, Kaplan returned 
a low club, presenting South with a 
crucial guess. After a long struggle, 
declarer played the queen 
basing his 
decision on the assumption that 
Kaplan’s overcall was made with the 
ace of spades and A K of clubs. 
West took the queen with the ace, 
returned a spade, and declarer went 
down two when East cashed two club 
tricks. 
Had Kaplan won the first spade with 
the king and returned a low club, South 
would almost surely have played low 
and made three notrump.

“We try to obey the laws of the land 
but God s law comes first.” explains! 
Pack, who makes his living driving a 
truck 
In asking that the* church members 
!*• barred pe rmanently from handling 
snakes and drinking poison at their 
services, Swann said 
“This rase is not intended to in 
terfere with the* right and freedom of 
worship, but religious guarantees 
cannot Ik- invoked to the* point of 
jeopardizing the peace, good order and 
morals of society.” 
Handling poisonous snakes at a 
religious service is a misdemeanor in 
Tennessee, punishable by a fine of $50 
to $150and a jail term up to six months. 
The Pack brothers and Williams 
wen* convicted in October 1970 of 
handling snakes, but judgment was 
reserved and no fines were levied

London points the way 


The smoky, foggy old city of 
London has come, surprisingly, to 
stand for what can be done about 
pollution. Perhaps this is because 
conditions in London were so bad 
that improvement is bound to be 
dramatic. Whatever the reason, the 
great city on the Thames does 
exemplify progress in cleaning up 
the environment. 
This has been freshly pointed out 
by Environment Minister Geoffrey 
Ripon. As he notes, pollution control 
efforts were undertaken some years 
ago and are beginning to pay off 
handsomely. 


London used to be known lor its 
smoggy winter atmosphere, into 
which sunlight penetrated only 
sparingly if at all. Now, says Ripon, 
the city is getting 50 per cent more 
winter sunshine than it got 20 years 
ago. 
The foul state of London’s storied 
Thames river has not escaped at­ 
tention, either. In some stretches of 
the Thames there were hardly any 
fish 15 years ago. Today, 50 species 
are found in such parts of the river. 
These gains have not 
been 
achieved by happenstance. They are 
clearly the result of strong anti­ 


pollution laws which provide tough 
penalties for violations. Under the 
goad of these laws, industry has 
spent the equivalent of a billion 
dollars on air pollution control 
alone over the past decade. That is 
why London receives half again as 
much welcome winter sunlight as it 
used to. 
And that, in turn, is why the 
government 
plans 
even 
more 
stringent anti pollution laws and 
tougher penalties. There is popular 
support for that, because it has 
become evident that insistence on 
pollution control works.

We still need farm surpluses 


Farmers, says Lane Palmer, the 
editor of Farm Journal, are more 
worried about “ next year’s” low food 
prices than they are about the meat- 
eating public’s reaction to the prices 
now being charged in the butcher 
shops. 
Expounding his fears at a hearing of 
the Senate Banking Subcommittee on 
Production and Stabilization, Mr. 
Palmer said that farmers could not 
look with equanimity on “ the govern­ 
ment’s over reaction to consumer 
demands.” 


He reminded the senators that over 
and over again the U.S. farmer, and 
the consumer, too, had experienced far 
greater tragedy from a stimulated 
overproduction 
than 
from 
“ any 
temporary shortage such as we are 
now experiencing.” 
The Department of Agriculture of­ 
ficials have, in Mr. Palmer’s opinion, 
already released too many acres for 
crop production this year. The em­ 
battled editor told the senators that 
farmers shuddered when consumer 
spokesmen argued that the days of IJ S. 
farm surpluses are over, or that crop 
failures in India, Russia and China 
were bound to recur, or that the Soviets 
would consummate future deals for 
grain on the 1972 scale, or that corn 
blights like 1971 s could be counted on 
to raise the price of hogs. Going back to 
the days of 
the 
Eisenhower 
Ad­ 
ministration, Mr. Palmer noted that 
when corn plantings were boosted by 
almost ten million acres in 1959, the 
result was $l-a-bushel corn in 1960. 


MR. P A I,M ER obviously knows 
his history. The big question, however, 


iswhether the farmers for whom he 
speaks have taken the measure of 
changes in the U.S. economy that are 
tending to make agricultural surpluses 
just about the only big exportable item 
that we have. We have lost the over­ 
seas electronics markets to Japanese 
companies such as Sony; we no longer 
make typewriters to compete with 
Olivetti; our Hollywood movies are too 
costly for foreign consumption; our 
cars can’t compete against 
the 
Volkswagen or the Toyota; our textiles 
can’t contest even the local markets 
against imported dresses and shirts; 
and so it goes. 
Boeing is still able to sell 707 planes 
to the Red Chinese and 747s to the 
German Lufthansa and Onassis’s 
Olympic Airways. But, significantly, 
Boeing is now making provision to 
build short take-off planes in Italy and 
is contemplating 
a 
manufacturing 
operation inside Japan. 
We still sell big computers, but a 
Japanese minicomputer is capturing 
the domestic 
U.S. 
market, which 
portends something ominous for IBM ’s 
bigger stuff somewhere down the line. 
Meanwhile, the Persian Gulf oil sheik­ 
doms are just about to corner the 
world’s oil markets, including those of 
the Eastern U.S. 
If it weren’t for our agricultural 
exports, including tree-farmed logs, 
our balance of payments prospects 
would be truly appalling. Fortunately 
the U.S. has unused land that can be 
used to produce an annual exportable 
food surplus over our domestic needs. 
It could be that abundant rainfall in 
India, and good growing weather in 
Russia and China,

One of the best dishes in the book 
originated in China and may be served 
as a luncheon salad or as a buffet dish. 
When we dried it in our test kitchen we 
found it superb.

Chinese-style Cooked Chicken, see 
below 
I head iceberg lettuce, cored and 
shredded 
4 cup soy sauce 


I I cup honey 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
4 green onions, chopped with as much 
of the green stalks as is tender 
8 slices fresh ginger root (finely 
chopped) or 4 teaspoon ground ginger 
I teaspoon crushed dried red chili 
peppers 
6 tablespoons peanut oil 
Cherry tomatoes 


Remove chicken from the liquid and 
slice into 2-inch pieces, about 4 inch 
wide. Arrange the chicken pieces in 
regimental fashion on the lettuce. 
Cover with transparent plastic wrap 
and return to the refrigerator. 
In a small mixing bowl combine the 
soy sauce, honey, salt and monosodium 
glutamate. Add the garlic. Set aside. 


In a small saucepan mix the green 
onion, ginger, red pepper and peanut 
oil. Place over low heat until mixture 
begins to simmer; stir into soy-sauce 
mixture. Set aside until needed. 


Five to IO minutes before serving, 
spoon tin' pungent dressing over the 
chicken to let the flavors blend. Gar­ 
nish with cherry tomatoes. Serves 6.

Landlord backs tenants1 rights 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) 
Backers 
of a hill wanting more rights for 
tenants 
in 
their 
relationship 
with 
landlords got help from an unexpected 
source last week a Cleveland lan­ 
dlord. 
Jerry Hamilton of Cleveland, who 
owns IO apartments in Cleveland’s 
inner-city and is negotiating for more, 
said the bill could help landlords as 
well as tenants. 
“ Let’s face it,' he said in testimony 
before the 
Senate Judiciary 
Com­ 
mittee, “ it doesn t do the average 
landlord any good to be grouped with 
slumlords 
who 
let 
their 
property 
deteriorate.'’ 
“ This bill," he said, “ would bring us 
landlords together and let us police our 


own. We could tell a guy who is letting 
his property run down to straighten it 
up or else.’’ 
Hamilton said there were several 
things in the bill he didn’t like, but that 
he believed in the principle that a 
tenant has the right to expect a land­ 
lord to live up to his end of the bargain. 
I rider the bill, a tenant who reported 
unlawful and unsanitary conditions in 
an apartment dwelling and 
was 
ignored by the landlord could pay his 
rent to a court instead. 
The court could, if it found the con­ 
ditions to be true, use the money to fix 
up the place. The tenant could use the 
rent money himself to do it if the lan­ 
dlord didn’t respond initially to his 
complaint. It would go into court only if 


there were objections from the lan­ 
dlord. 
“ I think this bill is favorable to both 
sides,’ Hamilton .said. “ It doesn’t hurt 
anybody. It is right down the middle.”

N EW YO RK (AP) — The Public 
Broadcasting 
Service 
tonight 
is 
presenting 
a 
made-for-television 
operat that is the first of its kind to 
originate outside of London, New York 
or Boston. 
“ Myshkin” was composed by John 
Eaton, an Indiana University faculty 
member, performed by 17 students and 
a teacher at the school and produced bv 
WTIU-TV in Bloomington, Ind. 
It isn t the first opera ever written for 
television. But it is the first in the 
National Educational Television Opera 
Theater series to come from other than 
a traditional opera center. 
Although 
it 
has 
its 
problems, 
“ Myshkin” is worth watching. And the 
impulse behind it can be applauded, 
hopefully continued and improved on. 
Its major drawback is that its plot, 
based on Fyodor Dostoevesky's novel, 
“ The Idiot,” is extremely hard to 
follow. 
And a synopsis by the composer at 
the beginning doesn’t reveal how the 
opera ends, f his viewer couldn’t figure 
it out. 
It may be that the novel is too 
complex to survive the transition to a 
one-hour opera in English. Then, too, 
the singers don't make their words un­ 
derstood. 
But 
there 
are 
good 
things 
in 
“ M yshkin,” particularly composer 
Eaton’s logical and effective use of 
different types of music to describe the 
spirit of Myshkin, an epileptic.

“Jim m y cam e out of the worst ward 
in the state of Ohio,” said his mother, 
Mrs. Jo Ann Sidles or Richfield “It had 
wall-to-wall children. They survived by 
stealing food from each others’ plates. 
“They were living in their own ex­ 
c ite m e n t. Two people tried to care for 
40 to 50 children. 
“On Sunday afternoons we would 
take him out of Apple Creek to clean 
him up. We would take him to a public 
restroom, sit him on our lap and wash 
him .” 
“Humanization” still is an infant

Dropsy, Move Over for Edema 


When I was young I remember that 
my father said he was bothered bv 
dropsy. 


W e 
never 
hear 
about 
dropsy 
anymore. Is it a disease that has been 
wiped out by antibiotics?

Dear Miss G.: 
Dropsy is not a disease; rather it is a 
symptom. It refers to an unusual ac­ 
cumulation and retention of fluid in the 
tissues of the body. 
The term “ dropsy” is outdated. It 
has 
been 
replaced 
by 
the 
word 
“ edema.” Both are used almost in­ 
terchangeably. Chronic diseases of the 
heart, the liver, kidneys, and impaired 
blood circulation can be responsible for 
the abnormal collection of fluid in the 
body tissue. 
When 
sw elling 
or 
edema 
is 
recognized, the basic cause must be 
found and remedied in order to rid the 
body of the burden of excess fluids. 


When I am nervous or under unusual 
strain, m y heart give? a few extra 
beats. It scares me, and takes me a half 
hour to calm down again. 
How serious is this? 
Mrs. N. N.,Colo. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
Many people describe this feeling by 
saving, “ M y heart was in my mouth.” 
This is how they describe what is 
known 
by 
physicians 
as 
extra 
“ systoles.” 
Normally, 
the heart 
beats at 
a 
regular rhythm, with fixed intervals of 
rest between each beat. Occasionally, 


the rhythm is thrown off, and an extra 
Ix'at occurs to produce the sensation 
you describe. 
fatigue, emotional stress, overin­ 
dulgence in alcohol and tobacco may be 
responsible for these extra beats, or 
extra systoles. 
In most instances, they are of no 
importance and do not indicate heart 
damage or heart disease. They are not 
a cause* for alarm. They are, however, 
a cause for rightful concern which can 
be alleviated by the simple process of a 
complete examination, including an 
e I ec t roc a rd i og ra rn. 
This would be reassuring and free 
you of anxiety, which in itself can cause 
the extra systoles. 


My wife has never been the same 
since her palm was read and she was 
told something about her “ life line.” 
( ’an you help me relieve her fears by 
telling her if longevity can be really 
determined by the “ life line” in the 
hand?

There is no validity to the 
estimation of longevity by a particular 
line in the palm. 
It sometimes takes a great deal of 
effort to eradicate the unfounded fears 
implanted in the minds of sensitive 
people. These people should not expose 
themselves to such unscientific in­ 
terpretation.
